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DENTAL DOUBT 
IS CLEANED UP

NHS dentist places will not be available in Honiton 
until December, Pulman’s View from Honiton can 
reveal. 

Confusion has surrounded the provision of new NHS 
dentist places in the town ever since the Devon Primary 
Care Trust (PCT) released a statement last week. 

The statement said that 4,000 NHS places would be 
made available in Honiton at the end of October, and in 
Ottery St Mary sometime next year - approximately 2,000 
places would be up for grabs in each town. 

The PCT is using money provided by central government 
to extend NHS dental services across the county. Under 
the scheme a new practice will open at Honiton Hospital 
and an existing dental practice in the town will take on 
more patients. 

However, this newspaper has received a call from an 
employee at the Devon dental helpline and she claimed 
that she didn’t know anything about the extra places being 
made available. 

The employee, who did not want to be named, said: “Can 
you tell me where you got the information from? 

“We have been inundated with calls from people but I 
don’t know anything about the new places. It makes us 
look like idiots.” 

A spokesman for Devon PCT confirmed that staff at the 
dental helpline had received all the facts before the 
statement was released. 

He said: “We communicated to the Devon dental 
helpline before we sent out the press releases. 

“The Honiton practice is now due to open in December. 
It was set to open in October but due to a delay in the 
process that has been pushed back until December. 

“Any patients that have phoned the dental helpline will 
be kept on a waiting list and they will receive a letter with 
more information nearer to December. 

“All staff on the helpline have been fully briefed and 
were given all the details. 

“I think the confusion may have come from people 
reading the statement and thinking there were 4,000 places 
being made available in Honiton.”

Group aims to stop 
supermarket plans

UP to half of Ottery St Mary’s 
town centre shops could close 
if Tesco gets permission to 
open a store on the edge of the 
town. 

That is the view of an Ottery 
campaign group which is hoping 
to stop the application getting the 
go-ahead. 

Helen Collinson, of Sustainable 
Ottery, said: “Ask our many 
visitors what they like about 
Ottery and the vast majority will 
tell you it’s our variety of 
independent shops and our unique 
town centre. 

“But these are the very features 
which could be destroyed if a 
planning application for a Tesco 
store on the old factory site is 
approved. We want to see the old 
factory site developed as much as 
anyone else but we want it 
developed in a way that will 
benefit the town centre and our 
community, not destroy it.” 

Sustainable Ottery members 
have been out and about delivering 
leaflets that advise residents on 
how they can object to Tesco’s 
plans before the deadline of 
Friday, November 6th. 

The group has also printed a 
number of yellow ‘No to Tesco’ 
posters which will appear in shop 
windows around the town. 

Mrs Collinson added: “Tesco 
claims it will create local 


employment but these claims are 
greatly exaggerated when one 
considers that up to 54 full and 
part time jobs could be lost as a 
result of local shop closures. 

“Moreover the vast majority of 
the jobs in the Tesco store would 
be part time and some would 
require anti-social working hours. 
Consequently they would be of 
little compensation to the 33 
people who could lose their full 
time jobs and independent 
businesses.” 

However, a spokesman for Tesco 
has countered the claims and said: 
“Sustainable Ottery’s claims are 
contrary to the experience of 
towns which have welcomed a 
Tesco. Nationally, we have carried 
out research into the impact of our 
stores on town centre areas and 
research by the University of 
Southampton also shows that there 
is not the adverse impact that 
some people fear. 

“In addtion, Ottery residents 
may well remember that at our 
public consultation we played a 
DVD which featured members 
from the Chamber of Co mm erce 
in Axminster and the arrival of 
Tesco has had a positive impact on 
the town. 

“Research by East Devon 
District Council in their retail 
study in April 2008 showed that 
90 percent of Ottery residents’ 
bulk food shopping is done 
outside the town. Our proposed 
food store will help to reduce that 


figure and allow linked trips so 
that more money is spent in the 
town centre. 

“In Ottery, many shops have 
already closed for a variety of 
reasons and in the current 
economic climate many other 
shops are struggling. We believe a 
Tesco store would help more to 
survive and Ottery town centre to 
grow stronger and thrive again. 

“Our proposed store is a new 
concept which is designed to 
complement the existing on offer 
in the town, and will not have 
specialist services such as a 
butcher. 

“At our consultation 68 percent 
of people voted in favour of our 
proposals and only 32 percent 
were opposed. Many commented 
that they would welcome a 
development on the site to 
improve what is at present a very 
unattractive entrance to the town. 

“Consumers are very wise when 
making choices about where to 
shop. Those who want to support 
Ottery’s excellent local shops will 
continue to do so, and our 
proposed store will offer people 
more choice within Ottery.” 

A special meeting will take place 
on Friday, October 30th at 7pm at 
The Institute, Yonder Street, when 
the application will be considered. 
Plans for the store are currently on 
show this week in the council 
chambers.

Alleged sex attack

THE victim of an alleged sexual assault 
has been charged with wasting police 
time.

A spokesman for the police said: “We can 
now state that, following extensive enquiries 
we have charged a man, understood to be the 
victim of crime, with wasting police time. 

“He was additionally charged with 
perverting the course of justice and will 
appear at Exeter Crown Court next month.”

in some years has actually reduced 
across east Devon. 

“We must continue working 
together to make everyone in the 
community feel safe and free from 
worry about this kind of nuisance 
behaviour.”

BUNGALOW DOORS 
REOPEN CAMPAIGN

A CAMPAIGN to reopen The 
Bungalow, Honiton, as soon as 
possible has been launched by 
Neil Parish and Peter Halse. 

As previously reported in this 
newspaper, services offered by The 
Bungalow have been temporarily 
suspended since March this year. 

The unit provides specialist 
dementia care to residents from 


Honiton and the surrounding area. 

Mr Parish, the Tiverton and Honiton 
Conservative Parliamentary 

Candidate, and town and district 
councillor Mr Halse, are said to be 
working closely with Angela 
Browning MP. 

The trio is putting pressure on the 
Devon Partnership Trust to reconsider 
their position and to consult with the 
community before they decide on the 
future of the specialist unit. 

Mr Parish said: “We have been very 


fortunate recently to have had a new 
surgery built in Honiton to meet the 
increasing demands of a growing 
population. 

“However, with the life expectancy 
of people expected to go up cases of 
dementia are only going to increase. 
That is why it would be a retrograde 
step to close The Bungalow facility. 

“Many carers with relatives who are 
suffering from dementia have been 
able to take a respite within The 
Bungalow’s facilities. 


“The Devon Partnership Trust has 
said that alternative care can be 
provided in the community. This does 
not work. Carers need respite if they 
are to be able to continue the fantastic 
work they do. 

“The trust has also said that patients 
can go to Exmouth for care. But this is 
too far away from Honiton and 
difficult for elderly carers to visit 
relatives.” The campaign has been 
welcomed by other members of 
Honiton Town Council. 


Trick or treaters 
asked to respect 


POLICE across east Devon 
have launched an initiative to 
ensure that no tricks are played 
on vulnerable residents this 
Hallowe’en. 

The campaign called ‘Sorry, No 
Trick, No Treat, No Thanks’ 
encourages members of the public 
who do not want to be bothered by 
trick or treaters to cut out a poster 
and place it in the front door or 
window of their homes. 

Bob Bunney, crime reduction 
advisor, said: “We are not trying to 


spoil the fun of Hallowe’en but we 
would like trick or treaters to 
recognise that some people, 
particularly if elderly or 
vulnerable, might be distressed by 
strangers knocking at their door 
during the evening.

A LOCAL authority is extending a pothole repair 
pilot scheme to Honiton, Axminster, Seaton and 
Sidmouth. 

The pilot scheme came about because of increased repair 
demand caused by the severe weather last winter. 

It was introduced by Devon County Council in Ottery St 
Mary, Tiverton, Crediton and Cullompton — and the 
pledge was to repair potholes within seven working days 
of them being identified. 

Between February 2nd and March 16th this year, almost 
6,500 potholes were patched, compared with about 2,300 
during the corresponding period the previous year. 

Since the beginning of the year, more than 36,000 
defects have been fixed after being identified through a 
combination of reports from the public and planned safety 
inspections. 

This is already nearly double the amount found during a 
‘normal’ year, with more than two months left to go. 

Devon County Council’s contractor, SWH, introduced 
the two-stage pilot system at the end of June. 

In short, temporary repairs are made within seven 
working days, and repairs are left clearly marked as 
temporary with a red T. 

They are then included in the on-going planned 
programme of work to undergo permanent repair, 
normally within one month, at no additional cost. 

Councillor Stuart Hughes, Devon County Council 
Cabinet member for Highways and Transportation, said: 
“We don’t want emergency repairs being made and then 
find we have to go back once or twice to fix them again. 
“That just ends up costing more money and we want to 
make sure we get it right the first time. 

“This trial is allowing us to respond more rapidly to 
ensure our roads remain safe, and then the permanent 
repairs can be co-ordinated with other scheduled highway 
works. The initial feedback from the pilot is that it has 
resulted in more efficient working and it is minimising 
delays to motorists.” 

Rewarding award 

A PUB in Honiton is raising a glass to its recent 
success at the annual Taste of the West Awards. 

The Holt, High Street, won gold in the Best 
Gastropub in Devon category. It will now go forward 
to represent the county in the regional finals which are 
set to be held later this autumn. 

The overall title of Best Gastropub in the South West 
will be announced in December. 

Angus McCaig, of The Holt, said: “We had no idea 
we’d even been judged for this award, so to win it so 
conclusively is a fantastic feeling. Running a pub is 
extremely hard work but it’s also a very rewarding 
experience.”

EAST Devon District Council (EDDC) will be 
turning out the lights at most of its car parks in a 
bid to save money and the environment. 

From Wednesday, the lighting that normally stays on 
throughout the hours of darkness will be switched off from 
11pm in the evenings. The lights will come back on at 6am 
and remain lit until full daylight arrives. 

According to the district council the move has been 
instigated following a successful trial carried out at car 
parks in Ottery St Mary. 

A spokesman for EDDC said: “Most of EDDC’s car 
parks will next week cease to be lit throughout the sleeping 
hours of the night in a move to save cash and reduce the 
council’s carbon footprint. 

“A few of the district’s car parks have never been lit at 
night and these will obviously not be affected by the 
change 

“In all, 39 car parks will be part of the late evening 
switch-off. 

“The move follows a trial in the Land of Canaan and 
Hind Street car parks in Ottery St Mary, which has been 
running since November 2008. 

“This led to a decision to turn off all EDDC car park 
lighting between 11pm and 6am to reduce utility bills and 
to make a small impression on the carbon emissions 
caused by electricity usage.” 

Inspection of 
convent site 

PLANNERS are set to inspect the site of a 
controversial development in Ottery St Mary. 

Officers from East Devon District Council discussed 
the plans to convert an acre of land at the Marist 
Covent into four townhouses, eight apartments, a shop 
and an office during Tuesday night’s (October 20th) 
development management committee meeting. They 
will inspect the grounds on Friday, October 30th. 

The development has caused widespread uproar from 
residents in the town and Ottery town councillors are 
raging over the district council’s decision not to ask 
Sea Valley Properties for a Section 106 agreement to 
be included as part of the scheme. 

Now town councillors have pledged to contact MP 
for Ottery Angela Browning over the issue. 

A representative from Sea Valley has defended the 
bid and added that the company had taken the concerns 
of residents into consideration.

Life in the slow 
worm, it seems 

INTERACTION with readers is always of value, 
if only to convince me that someone does actually 
read my column! 

Recently I bemoaned the apparent dearth of slow 
worms, the legless lizards which suffer from the 
disadvantage of a quite misleading name. Slow they 
may be, but not that slow; worms they are not. 

Now whilst a hedged bank in my garden, set with 
rocks, has hitherto always held a modest population of 
these reptiles, none have been seen for a year or two 
and, furthermore, I have only seen one grass snake in 
recent months. This last was, admittedly, a large adult 
swimming in my pond in search of frogs and newts but 
it has not been seen since. 

However, Graham Salmon, from Smeatharpe, high in 
the Blackdown Hills, has emailed me to say that he has 
enjoyed several sightings of young grass snakes this 
summer, while he usually finds slow worms sheltering 
under a small section of corrugated iron, whilst lizards 
are spotted fairly frequently. 

This is enormously encouraging and shows that in 
some areas at least local populations of reptiles are still 
thriving. 

Of course, all three species of reptile are secretive and 
do not choose the company of man so it is likely that 
there are far more slow worms, grass snakes and lizards 
than are generally supposed. 

On an avian note I have literally just had a brief 
encounter with a large hen sparrowhawk. 

While walking past my aviary, full of finches, doves 
and quail, a spar dashed in to try and snatch a bird 
through the wire, spotted me and took evasive action. 

I stood there for a few moments as the terrified birds 
fluttered in panic and then, to my amazement the 
sparrowhawk attacked again, this time landing on the 
roof of the aviary and no more than a yard away. She 
turned, glared at me with cold yellow eyes and then 
sped off, mobbed by a gang of rooks. 

Attacks from this hawk take place on a regular basis 
and so far she has managed to kill four or five birds, 
snatching each with a claw through the wire and then 
literally eating the victim alive. 

One cannot blame the hawk as she is merely 
following her instinct to snatch a meal whenever she 
sees a likely opportunity. 

On a more cheerful note, I see that the Dorset Wildlife 
Trust is seeking volunteers to take part in work parties 
at Lorton Meadows Visitor Centre on two Wednesdays 
in November, the 4th and the 18th. 

Help is needed to restore habitats for wildlife on the 
nature reserve and will include clearing weeds from the 
tree nursery, hedge laying and scrub clearance. As 
much help as possible is required and volunteers will be 
welcome to return to see how their efforts have 
benefited wildlife. 

All tools, glove and drinks will be supplied but bring 
your own lunch. Warm, waterproof clothing and stout 
boots are recommended. 

The operation will take place from 10.30am to 3pm 
but no unaccompanied children will be allowed. As a 
result of construction of the Weymouth Relief Road, 
volunteers are advised to phone 01305 816546 to 
confirm that the centre is open. 

There will also be a series of Christmas coffee 
mornings, embellished with goods stalls and 
refreshments on several dates and at different venues in 
December. 

The first event is on December 5th at the Memorial 
Hall, Sturminster Newton, from 10.30am to 12.30; the 
next on December 12th at Lindens, Gough Close, also 
Stur mi nster Newton; the next on the 14th at Harman’s 
Cross Village Hall, Swanage, and the last on the 21st at 
the village hall, Thomcombe, Chard.

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Save the building and the 
spirit of the town’s youth 


EDITOR — Just for a moment, I 
want you to picture a girl just turned 
13, knees curled up to her chest with 
her arms wrapped around them 
tightly, sitting in the dark. Suddenly 
the wardrobe door opens, and her 
mother crouches down next to her, 
puts her hand on her knee and says: 
“You’re scared about leaving, aren’t 
you?” 

Then come the shrieks, wails and 
cries of the girl asking, even begging, 
not to leave the city... or even the 
wardrobe. The next day the wardrobe 
is in the removal van, the engine 
starts, and in tow are two cars 
containing three adults, three children 
and two somewhat grumpy teenagers 
with a car-phobic (not to mention 
flatulent) setter shoved on their lap. 
Roughly four hours later, this 13- 
year-old city girl finally arrived in 


Seaton. 

Now of course, being new in a town 
so vastly different from where she 
previously lived was somewhat 
daunting. She started to make one or 
two friends at school, but was still not 
settled. There was no cinema, no 
bowling alley, and her friends were 
over 180 miles away, she hated it. 

One night she was invited to a roller 
disco at the local youth club. Even 
though she could barely skate, she 
decided to give it a go... at least it was 
something to do. To her delight it 
turned out that she not only didn’t 
have to skate, but she could do a 
whole multitude of things such as 
play pool, computer games, grab a 
Pot Noodle at the bar or simply just 
go upstairs and hang out on the sofas. 
She never looked back, and each week 
she spent there, she was able to meet 


new people and make lifelong friends. 

It’s been 10 years since I moved 
down here, and Seaton has been 
through a lot of changes, including the 
loss of that youth centre. With Grove 
Zero, I tried to recreate some of my 
experiences at the centre for the next 
generation of teens, and help in some 
way to fill the hole the loss created. 

Just to prove a point, at our peak, 
over 200 young people came through 
our doors every week. However, our 
numbers decreased dramatically the 
following year, and we were getting 
just 30-70 a week. You may be 
wondering why, but the simple 
answer is that even with the best 
intentions, a disco in a Niteclub, with 
no flexibility for focused youth 
activities cannot sustain the level of 
interest needed. Without the facilities 
for any specialised youth provision, 


this generation, and those who follow, 
will suffer for the mistake EDDC will 
make if they allow that building to be 
torn down, and not replaced. 

I can honestly say that if it were not 
for the hard work and dedication of 
the people who ran Seaton Youth 
Centre, I would not be the person I am 
today. EDDC, do not deny Seaton’s 
young people the chance to live, to 
learn and achieve their true potential... 
otherwise Seaton will die along with 
the spirit of its deprived youth.

EDITOR — The Tesco Planning 
Application at Seaton. 

I wonder if I might be afforded the 
opportunity through your letters page 
of clarifying the fundamental issues 
arising from the recent Tesco 
planning application at Seaton? 

When in Seaton, the most frequent 
comment I have heard over the years 
has been: “When is something going 
to be done about the old holiday park 
site?” Friends and family who have 
enjoyed taking the tram to Colyton 
have almost unanimously commented 
that the ride was lovely but for the 
diversion around the dilapidated 
holiday park site. 

No doubt this is why before a 
planning application was ever 
received the majority of interested 
parties be they councillors, businesses 
or others with an interest in the future 
of Seaton had agreed that the priority 
area for regeneration in the town had 
to be the old holiday park site. 

Based on this consensus in 2004, the 
council commissioned a development 
brief for this area and gave publicity 
to its efforts to ensure regeneration of 
the town, and it was undoubtedly on 
the back of this that eventually Tesco 


spotted a market opportunity to 
purchase the land in question. 

Studies had shown that many people 
in Seaton did their shopping outside 
of the town. 

The council had been speaking to 
Sainsbury’s when the land was owned 
by Liatris Holdings Ltd and it 
appeared that Sainsbury’s was going 
to purchase the land. 

For whatever reason, Sainsbury’s 
lost out to Tesco, and Tesco purchased 
all of the Liatris Holdings Ltd. Quite 
why any other supermarket operator 
chose not to do so when the 
opportunity was available is not clear. 
Having bought the land, Tesco then 
worked up its planning application for 
formal submission to EDDC. 

Noting that Tesco had perhaps 
stolen a march on them, Sainsbury’s 
also decided to work up its own 
planning application but on land that 
it did not own (the current car park 
site) and indeed land which the 
district council was unable to confirm 
would actually be sold to it. 

If a decision had been taken to grant 
Sainsbury’s its planning application, 
the district council would have had to 
have placed the land on the open 


market and there would have been no 
guarantee that a rival supermarket 

operator might not have outbid 

Sainsbury’s in its pursuit of the land. 

It is at this point where there 

appears to be significant 

misunderstandings as to what the 
public can or can not achieve in 
raising objections through the 
planning system. 

All views expressed are considered 
but they can only legally be taken into 
account where they raise material 
planning considerations. 

Sheer force of numbers expressing a 
preference for a particular 
supermarket operator, although 
interesting, are unable to sway the 
proper legal application of planning 
law and policy. 

I do believe that those within the 
community who seek to portray this 
as an example of EDDC not listening 
are doing your readers a positive 
disservice. They are being misleading 
and unhelpful. 

So far as EDDC is concerned, it 
does not have a preferred supermarket 
operator. 

What it does have at heart is the best 
interests of Seaton and that is why its 


officers and members chose a scheme 
that not only meets planning criteria 
but that they sincerely believe gives 
Seaton the best possible chance of a 
vibrant future. 

There is a long way to go before the 
Tesco planning application can be 
fully implemented as a further 
planning decision still has to be taken 
on how Tesco plans to raise the levels 
of the holiday park sites. This is a 
matter that EDDC will have to 
consider in due course. 

If it does get to a stage where the 
site can be developed then it will help 
bring forward other developments that 
the local community has said it 
wanted to see such as the visitor 
centre, a cycle hub-terminus, a town 
manager and public art. 

All at the district council are 
working towards the regeneration of 
Seaton and the aspiration that it can 
tmly fulfil its potential as one of the 
best locations on the Jurassic coast. 

In doing so the district council has 
to carry out its planning role properly 
and this it is seeking to do.

The tale of a rail park 


IF it can ever be said that a town 
is guilty of shooting itself in the 
foot there is no doubt that, 
compared with other east Devon 
towns over the last half century 
and more, Seaton qualifies at the 
top of the list. 

This was again made clear last week 
(October 14th) when the new season 
of monthly lectures for the 
Devonshire Association’s Axe Valley 
Branch was launched at Colyton’s 
Peace Memorial Pavilion with an 
historical perspective on the most 
successful new facility for holiday 
visitors to the area set up over recent 
decades. 

Telling what he titled ‘The Story of 
Peco at Beer and the Wonderful 
World of Model Railways’, sales 
manager Steve Haynes said his 
company now attracted around 70,000 
customers a year to its site on the hills 


around Beer. 

With its steam-driven narrow gauge 
passenger trains offering spectacular 
sea and cliff views from the winding 
track of the Beer Heights Light 
Railway, its indoor model railway 
displays, its gardens and play 
facilities, it is regarded as a godsend 
by parents and grandparents required 
to entertain their otherwise bored 
young at holiday time. 

All of this could have developed in 
Seaton through the post war years, 
suggested Mr Haynes, after the town 
was given first refusal by Peco’s 
founding father SC Pritchard. 

In this period, the town still had the 
grand Bay Hotel at the top of the 
holiday market, the flourishing 
holiday camp with its mass appeal, a 
1930s smartly restored railway station 
joined to the main line at Seaton 
Junction and a cinema of the same 
period. 


Now the latest chance of attracting 
visitors to the town with a Sainsbury’s 
superstore has been unaccountably 
axed by local planners. 

Going back through Peco history, 
Mr Haynes said that all the credit for 
its creation and development should 
go to the entrepreneurship of SC 
Pritchard. 

With his gift for invention as well as 
salesmanship, he had made himself 
known, before the war and after 
London schooling, to the leading 
British toy manufacturers. 

During the war, his energies were 
mostly diverted to his creation of 
quick fire fuses used in various 
fighting weapons. 

He was provided with a small 
workshop in well-hidden 
Branscombe, where he “kept a 
corner” for model railway 
exploration. 

In the later 1940s he moved to 


Seaton and, with money earned as 
royalties for such inventions as a 
twisted metal device serving as 
couplings for model trains, set up his 
Peco as a manufacturing business. 

He also ensured his national name 
by buying and publishing the monthly 
Railway Modeller magazine. 

It was then that his development 
ideas were turned down by the then 
Seaton Town Council. After which the 
more sympathetic Axminster Rural 
District Council accepted his idea of 
making a model park at Beer. 

The transport theme of the new 
season is maintained with the second 
lecture, on November 11th, 
remembering Devon’s canal and 
bridge builder, James Green. 

In the new year, railway concerns 
return with a talk about the history of 
local lines and the return to a double 
track with the present construction of 
“the Axminster loop”.

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Landlords 
have faith 
in chapel

AN east Devon couple have not lost 
faith in their business, despite the 
current economic climate. Instead 
they have introduced to it the village 
chapel. 

Owners of Ridgeway Country Hotel, 
Smallridge, Carole and Kevin Baulch have 
just launched the opening of Chapel 
Cottage — formerly Smallridge Methodist 
Chapel — as a holiday let following the 
purchase of the building seven years ago. 

The business-minded pair bought the 
chapel, which stands directly next to their 
small hotel and pub-restaurant, from the 
Methodist Church in 2002 after a lack of 
use proved it was not worth the church 
keeping it, but it has been a long project. 

Carole and Kevin, originally from 
Hawkchurch and Axminster respectively, 
had a vision from the start as to how to 
incorporate the special building, thought to 
be built in 1796, into their village business 
which they have run for the past 22 years. 

However, due to the chapel being Grade 
II listed, it took the couple four-and-a-half 
years of planning consultation and 
applications before permission was granted 
to change the use to holiday 
accommodation. 

The chapel stood as an uncared-for, 
empty shell when is was bought in 2002, 
but after a colossal amount of hard work, 
love for the building and a bit of extra faith, 
the final product is a fantastic example of 
how old properties can be lovingly restored 
for modern-day usage. 

Kevin said: “The chapel was built when 
Methodist numbers were growing and, it is 
believed, that the inspiration for its 
unconventional shape like a boat, could 
have come from Noah’s Ark. 

“We’re very pleased to be opening it 
today and we have asked a few of the local 
villagers who used to use the chapel along 
this morning to have a look — and they 
seem very pleased that it has been restored 
and is being used.” 

The difficult shape, layout and small size 
of the chapel made for some thoughtful 
design decisions, but the final result is truly 
inspirational. 

Carole, who designed the interior, said: 
“I hope that the interior will be a nice 
surprise for people. We wanted to keep the 


original features, of course, but to mix it 
with a modern twist. 

“We have managed to incorporate a lot 
into the small chapel as well as keep within 
the guidelines because it is a listed 
building. 

“We went to 12 different builders for 
quotes. Some didn’t even bother to come 
and meet us, they just wanted the plans 
sent to them, but this is such a huge project 
and so important to us and our business 
that we wanted the personal touch. Plus it 
was a really tricky project. 

“Joe Mew, of D&J Mew Developments 
Ltd, won the contract on his personality 
and co-operation. We have had a lot of 
building done here over the years and I try 
not to fall out with the builders too much! I 
didn’t fall out with them at all and, I’ve got 
to say, I can’t fault their work on this 
difficult building. It is of a very high 
standard.” 

D&J Mew Developments Ltd director 
Joe Mew, of Uplyme, said: “The chapel 
was a shell when we first saw it three 
months ago. Because it is Grade II listed 
everything has had to be within regulations 
and, of course, we have to follow building 
regulations. 

“It was an unusual job to take on. We are 
a family business and have worked on 
some interesting projects during our 16 
years within the local area, but this was our 
first chapel. It’s good to see a building like 
this restored and used again. 

“It was a pleasure working for Carole and 
Kevin — they were perfect clients — and 
we would like to wish them good luck with 
their new venture.” 

The Chapel Cottage holiday let, which 
sleeps four and has all the mod-cons a 
visitor could possibly wish for — 
including washing machine and 
dishwasher hidden into the compact 
kitchen — is a welcome accompaniment to 
the Ridgeway Country Hotel’s four en- 
suite rooms and the stunning restaurant and 
bar areas, which were refurbished three 
years ago, in an unsteady economy. 

Carole said: “I can’t say that we are fully 
booked all the time but business is constant 
and steady despite the recession. 

“We have waited a long time for this 
addition and we are so pleased with the 
final result. And we are welcoming our 
very first guests to the chapel this 
afternoon!”

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THE months roll on and as 
October moves to November at 
the end of this week, we are in the 
season of all saints, all souls and 
remembrance tide. 

All Saints’ Day this year falls on 
Sunday, November 1st and is the day 
when churches celebrate all Christian 
saints known and unknown. The 
earliest reference to such a day is in 
the year AD373 so it has a long 
history, although over the years the 
actual calendar date has been moved 
from time to time. 

The next day, November 2nd, is 
kept as All Souls Day when churches 
offer to recall to mind the faithful 
departed and especially those 
remembered in our churchyards and 
cemeteries. This day has been marked 
since AD998. 

Priests of the Latin rite are 
permitted, unusually, to celebrate 
three masses on this day. The Mass 
contains the famous sequence Dies 
Irae, meaning Day of Wrath. 

Then, this year on November 8th, 
our churches join with the rest of our 
country and the commonwealth to 
mark Remembrance Sunday with 
special services. On Wednesday, 
November 11th there will once again 
be gatherings at our war memorials 
while we observe the two minutes’ 
silence. 

On either or both these events, it is 
usual for the names of the fallen in 
wars to be read out during the 
services and ceremonies. The Royal 
British Legion reports that it is 
expecting sales of 30million poppies 
this year at this time. 

In the Colyton Benefice, there is a 
memorial service for departed loved 
ones at Colyton Church on November 
1st at 6.30pm and the names of those 
to be remembered may be written on 


a list at the church. And on the 
following Sunday, Remembrance 
Sunday Services are at 10.50am in all 
churches in the benefice to allow the 
two minutes’ silence to be observed at 
11am. 

At Axminster, the annual Royal 
British Legion Remembrance Service 
will this year be hosted by the United 
Reform Church in Chard Street 
starting at 3pm; to be followed by the 
usual march to the war memorial and 
laying of wreaths. The almost daily 
news of deaths in Afghanistan 
reminds us that war and conflict are 
still a reality today and the Axminster 
service will reflect this as well as 
remembering those who gave their 
lives during the two great wars and 
subsequent military action. It will be 
a busy day for minister Revd Ian 
Kirby as he will also be sharing the 
Remembrance Service at Charmouth 
in the morning. 

Linda Chester, Methodist Minister 
of the Seaton and Bridport Circuits, 
writes: “When I am driving around 
this beautiful area or walking along 
the cliff path between Seaton and 
Beer, it is always special to see the 
shafts of sunlight coming in a beam 
through the trees. Somehow I always 
feel it is a way of God saying, ‘I am 
here; I am that I am’.” 

With the clocks changing this week, 
we are suddenly aware of winter 
approaching. Many of the people 
whom she visits spend hours on their 
own and don’t look forward to the 
long, dark evenings ahead. But even 
as we move to shorter, darker days, 
God’s ‘shaft of light’ shines through 
somewhere in our day. Even on a dark 
dismal day, He reaches out to touch us 
with his presence through a smile, a 
phone call, a kind word or a prayer. 
When we look for God we will find 
Him, however unexpectedly. Even 





the freshness of the rain can remind 
us of God’s renewing presence. There 
is always a shaft of sunlight 
somewhere in our day reminding us 
that God constantly walks beside us. 

Seaton Parish Church sadly reports 
that after the meeting on November 
7th, the Guild of Church Workers 
will be closing unless new leaders 
come forward to continue the 
meetings and fundraising activities. 
But the Freedom Cafe at St 
Gregory’s, Seaton, will be operating 
on November 21st and December 
19th from 10.30am-1.30pm and on 
Christmas Day from 2.30pm for 
afternoon tea. 

All these events are held in St 
Gregory’s Church Hall and include a 
bring and buy stall and a book stall; 
there is also a chance to visit the 
lovely Grade I listed church building. 
St Gregory’s Church, Seaton, has lots 
of other activities to offer from bell 
ringing to table tennis to a Julian 
Prayer Group. Details of these and 
many other interest groups are given 
in the St Gregory’s Church magazine 
published monthly, price 5Op. Orders 
can be placed by contacting 01297 
551531. 

Looking ahead to the beginning of 
November again, at Colyton, starting 
on November 3rd at 9.30am, the 
annual cleaning of the massive 
chandeliers at the church starts, in 
readiness later for use at the 
Christmas festival. Many hands make 
light work, and all volunteers will be 
welcome — cleaning materials are 
provided. 

Another advance date for the diary: 
Southleigh Church is holding a 
Christmas flower festival on Saturday 
and Sunday, December 5th and 6th, 
arranged entirely by Southleigh 
families with local produce — more 
details will follow later.

Rugby round-up 

with Keith Jenkin 


AFTER a week that had seen more than its fair share of 
rain, I donned my Wellingtons to cover Honiton’s game 
against Topsham at Allhallows. In fact there was not too 
much choice for me as all other sides, save Crewkerne, 
were playing away from home, either in their various 
leagues, or in cup competitions. 

In the event though, several games fell by the wayside. 
Chard first team were without a fixture as were Honiton 
seconds and Bridport seconds. 

Dorchester could not raise a full complement of front 
row players and did not travel to Swindon for their 
Intermediate Cup round, and may well have to concede. 

Crewkerne in the league, and Both the Bridport and 
Weymouth first sides in their cup games, recorded wins 
however. 

HONITON 41pts TOPSHAM 19pts 

ALLHALLOWS was a shade greasy for this Devon 
League game, and there was a gusting stiff breeze blowing 
diagonally up the slight slope. The home side chose to face 
the slope in the first period and really could not have got 
off to a better start. 

A Topsham misfield in the Honiton twenty two was 
hacked on by the home side. Possession was retained and 
Lock made some good hard yards into the visitors’ twenty 
two. He was finally checked but offloaded to his narrow 
side winger Rice who was up in support. He made the line 
and touched down some five yards in from touch. 

The try remained unconverted and, having taken the lead, 
Honiton tended to dither a little and their opponents got a 
score back before the game was ten minutes old when they 
kicked a penalty after Honiton had stepped offside at a 
ruck on their own twenty two, and in front. 

In fact the next few minutes belonged to Topsham and 
they spent much of the time in Honiton’s territory. They 
took the lead before the game was fifteen minutes old with 
a converted try, after Honiton had lost a heel against the 
head on their own twenty two and their back row had been 
found wanting. 

Honiton came back however, and had levelled the scores 
at 10-10 by the end of the first quarter. Having taken up 
position in the visitors’ twenty two, they drove several 
times through their pack before releasing the ball to Wilson 
who had found space on the narrow side and he crashed 
over in the corner. 

The Topsham kicker was kicking well from tee however 
and he regained the lead for his side with a penalty goal 
from the ten yard line, some fifteen minutes before the 
break. 

Although conceding too many penalties, Honiton went 
back on to the attack immediately and, although Topsham 
held their first few initial thrusts, eventually, after one of 
the home centres had stayed on his feet well after contact, 
they recycled from the ensuing maul and skipper Hannay 
got over by the posts. This score, converted by Gilbert, 
gave the home side a 17-13 lead. 

They continued to infringe however and the Topsham 
kicker slotted a penalty goal in the final minutes of the half 
to take his side to within a point, at 17-16. 

Honiton would probably have been the more confident at 
this stage, although they had little real cause to be. They 


did lead and would have the slope in their favour in the 
second half. They had to face the breeze however, and a 
kicker who would make them pay if they infringed. 

I thought that it was essential that Honiton scored first in 
the second period and they did so. They attacked from the 
off and, from a lineout in their opponents’ twenty two, they 
drove close to the fringes and then sent the ball wide and 
prop Barry Lock, who had hung out, got over some ten 
yards in from touch. 

They got another unconverted score soon after when, 
from a set scrum inside the Topsham twenty two, number 
eight Hannay combined with Nex and put the scrum work¬ 
er over some ten yards in from touch. This score took the 
scoreline to 27-16 but, almost immediately, Honiton’s 
penalty count came back to haunt them when the Topsham 
kicker reduced the arrears with his fifth successful kick of 
the game. 

Honiton, I thought, put the issue beyond doubt on the 
hour. A good offload by Lock put de Large clear inside the 
visitors’ twenty two and he scored by the posts. Nex added 
the extras and, at 34-19, Honiton were well clear. Topsham 
were wilting a little at this stage and, in the final ten min¬ 
utes, de Large, who had, I thought, over used the crash ball 
on the inside line throughout the game, contrived a delicate 
chip inside their twenty two. It fell into space and he fol¬ 
lowed to touch down his second of the game between the 
posts. Nex’s conversion kick was again accurate and it 
completed the scoring. 

Although winning comfortably in the end, Honiton will 
be concerned about several aspects of their game. Their 
makeshift back row did not let the Topsham midfield know 
their whereabouts quite as they should. Their penalty count 
was too high and they missed a few tackles in the midfield. 

Their fitness levels seemingly were better than those of 
their opponents however, and one should not really carp 
too much at a seven tries to one scoreline.

Everything points to the result being a close one, but I tend 
to think that Sidmouth will make home advantage count, 
although it is certainly too early to say that their early sea¬ 
son problems are behind them, with any confidence. 

HONITON take the road to league leaders TOTNES who 
remain unbeaten in the Devon League North and East so 
far this term. These opponents obviously deserve every 
respect for, although they do not appear to be a particular¬ 
ly expansive and thrusting outfit, they do win games. 

Their ground too is one where local knowledge will 
count for quite a bit and Honiton will have to be at their 
best if they are to take the home unbeaten record. A win is 
by no means beyond them however, although much will 
depend on their injury list. 

Sidmouth also take on Torquay at second and third team 
level, and would, I guess, pay good money if they could be 
guaranteed a clean sweep in wins. 

Both Honiton seconds and colts take on their Exeter 
Saracens counterparts and will certainly be guaranteed 
hard games against these opponents. Sidmouth Colts make 
the long journey to Bideford.

HONITON GYMNASTS WIN GOLD 


TEN-year-olds Ashley Wallis and Buster 
Tutcher came back from London clutching 
gold medals last weekend, after taking the 
top spot in the grade 1 men’s pairs event at 
the ‘Spelthome Invitational’ competition.
